PAY LITTLE HEED TO SPEECHES, 


Jones, Stewart, and Teller Deliver Sections 
of Their Unending Screeds. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Oct. 23.— There was a 
remarkable dullness and absence of vitality 
in today's session of the Senate. Speeches 
upon the silver purchase repeal bill were 
made by three Senators from silver States 
Jones and Stewart of Nevada and Teller of 
Colorado. All of these speeches were, how- 
ever, in continuation of some that had been 
begun weeks ago, and all of them went over 
today with an arrangement “to be con- 
tinued at some future time. Not the slight- 
est attention was paid to them by the few Sen- 
ators who came and went. The legislative 
fiction of a continuous day’s session, to be 
recorded as of last Tuesday, was carried on 
by a recess this evening instead of an ad- 
journment. The recess is to 10:30 tomor- 
row morning. One result of this fiction is 
that the Voorhees closure resolution cannot be 
- at even though there might be a desire to 

0 80. 

Mr. Stewart (Rev., Nev.) gave notice of an 
amendment which he intended to offer pro- 
posing a conference te be held at Washington 
within nine months betweea delegates of the 
United States, Mexico, Central and South 
America, Hayti, and San Domingo for the 
adoption of acommon silver coin to be legal 
tender in all commercial transactions between 
the citizens of the countries represented in the 
conference. 

Mr. Jones (Rep., Nev.) took the floor and 
continued his speech against the bill, taking it 
up at the point where he left off Saturday. 
The governing classes of Great Britain got 
$80,000,000 a year in interest and other ac- 
counts from India, and more than twice as 
much from the United States. If the 
pending measure became a law the United 
States could displace India as the 
principal dependency of Great Britain. 
But this country was not yet a dependency of 
Great Britain, nor was the President a Gov- 

ernor-General. The virile and masculine peo- 
ple of this country proposed to regulate their 
own affairs without orders in council or or- 
ders from Downing street. No objection was 
made to his continuing his speech at another 
time, and after a call of the Senate, to whitch 
forty-seven Senators responded, Mr. Teller 
(Rep., Colo.) took the floor and proceeded with 
an argument against the bill which he had 
begun some time ago, and without finishing 
his speech yielded the floor to Mr. Stewart 
(Rep., Nev.), saying that his throat was not 
in good condition and that he felt unable to 
proceed, Mr. Stewart took the floor at 3:45 
and addressed the Senate in favor of his pro- 
posed amendment for a pan-American mone- 
tary conference. 
BILLS PASSED IN THE HOUSE, 
Money Appropriated fora Lake Revenue 
Cutter—Oates’ Bankruptcy Measure. 

Wasuincrox, D. C., Oct. 23.—The public 
printing bill, a resolution distributing 8237, 
000 now held by the receiver of the Mormon 
Church for the charitable purposes originally 
designed, and a bill appropriating $175,000 
to construct a revenue cutter for service on 
the great lakes were passed by the House to- 
day. The Oates’ bankruptcy bill was taken 
up for consideration without a limit being 
fixed for general debate. Mr. Oates (Dem., 
Ala.), spoke in favor of the measure while W. 
A. Stone (Rep., Pa.) and Mr. Sibley (Dem., 
Pa.) antagonized it. A point of order being 
raised on the calling up of a bill on the call 
of committees, which had previously received 
two hours’ consideration, it was discovered 
that no ruling had ever been made on the 
question. Speaker Carlisle in the Fiftieth 
Congress expressed the opinion that such a 
bill took its place upon the calendar, but no 
formal decision was rendered. Mr. Crisp 
took the point under advisement and will 
make a ruling. 

Mr. Waugh (Rep., Ind.) offered a resolu- 
tion and asked for its immediate considera- 
tion directing that when written charges are 
preferred against a pensioner or an applica- 
tion for a pension the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions shall furnish a copy of such charges to 
the person interested. It also provides that 
charges to receive consideratign must be 
signed. Referred to the Committee on Pen- 
sions. 

The printing bill was taken up, the previous 
question having been ordered on its passage. 
The yeas and nays were called, resulting— 
167 yeas; 17 nays. . N 

The bill to construct a revenue cutter for 
service on the great lakes was taken up. Mr. 
Loud (Rep., Cal.) offered as a substitute a 
bill to appropriate $50,000 to construct a 
revenue cutter for San Francisco Harbor. 
He urged the necessity of such a vessel to 
prevent opium smuggling. After some dis- 
cussion Mr. Loud withdrew his substitute. 
An amendment limiting the cost of a revenue 
cutter for the great lakes to $175,000 was 
agreed to. The bill was then passed. 

The Oates bill to establish a uniform sys- 
tem of bankruptcy thrd@ughout the United 
States was taken up and Mr. Oates (Dem. 
Ala.) spoke in explanation of the measure. 
He did not think it more discreditabie for a 
debtor to be sued in a court of bankruptcy 
than in any other. The property of the 
bankrupt cannot be seized under the provis- 
fons of this bill unless the petitioner makes 
affidavit that the debtor is preparing to wrong- 
fully dispose of it. Mr, Oates said: 

Humanity appeals for legislation which will 
enable a poor debtor, after he has honorably sur- 
rendered his property for the benefit of his 
creditors, to be discharged from his liabilities. 
Failure to pay commercial paper after the ex- 
piration of thirty days is not sufficient cause to 
force the debtor into bankruptcy unless it be 
proved that he is also insolvent. The bill is not 
intended to be a machine for the collection of 
debts, but a means by which the poor debtor may 
be protected and the creditor secured against a

Miles M. O’Brien James W. Can- 
non Jr., receivers t the bank. This 
information laid the charge of perjury to 
President Blaut and forgery in the third de- 
gree to Director McDonald, who is also 
charged with having willfully violated the law 
governing the action of a directog of a finan- 
cial institution. This is the charge also made 
against Director Kalischer apd Cashier 
Thompson. The matter will be laid before 
the grand jury Wednesday in all probability.

Osczoia, Neb., Oct. 23,—[Special.]—aAll is 
quiet tonight in Osceola. The excitement 
caused Saturday night by the whipping of 
Leorine Miller and Anna Snyder, two young 
girls, has subsided and is now only spoken of 
by groups on the street. 

Mrs. T. J. Osborne, wite of a prominent 
billiard hall owner, Mrs. Ben Osborne, and her 
husband were arrested. They were placed in 
the County Jail.by Sheriff Miller and remained 
there nearly four hours when they were re- 
leased on bail. Their trial was to 
have taken place this morning before Judge 
Hurst in the County Court. The charge 
preferred was assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm, but this was changed to assault 
and riot. Each of the parties pleaded not 
guilty and was released on bail of $75 each 
until Nov. £ The girls assaulted had 
been residen of Osceola for a num- 
ber of years and there have been 
frequent complaints against them. The 
alleged participants in the assault 
Saturday night have expreased their disap- 
probation of their conduct, and the girls have 
had warning. Saturday night the women and 
men sent a note to the house where 
the girls live, and asked them to come out. 
When the girls made their appearance they 
were taken to an alley and were there flogged 
by the self-appointed vigilance committee, 
Miss Miller suffered the most, sustaining a 
severe cut over the face and several more 
about the body, Partly from fright and 
partly from the punishment, she was ren- 
dered unconscious and was carried to 
her home. Miss Snyder was lashed 
about the face and hands, but was 
not otherwise injured. Her clothes were 
torn in the affray, but she escaped and ran 
away. There was no attempt made to follow. 
Immediately after the affair Sheriff Miller 
was notified and started out to make arrests. 
The girls said they recognized the ones ar- 
rested and they were promptly taken 
into custody. The affair created intense 
excitement in town, and opinion 
seems about equally divided as to whether the 
assaulting party was right or wrong. Clayton

THREE IN A BUGGY ESOAPE AFTER 
A OHASE BY A PATROL WAGON. 


They Had Attempted to Hold Up a Lone 
Pedestrian on the Sidewalk When the 
Street Was Fairly Well Crowded, When 
Some One Called the Police — Buggy 
Wrecked Against a Pole, but Men Get 
Away~—4aloonkeeper Held Up by Three 
Robbers, Who Shoot an Ufficer. 


Three men in a stolen buggy tried to hold 
up a fourth at Twenty-third street and 
Prairie avenue last night. Some one called 
the police and an exciting race between the 
buggy and the patrol wagon followed. The 
buggy was smashed against a telegraph pole 
and the three men escaped. 

The affair, as told to the officers by those 
who claimed to have seen it, occurred at 8 
o’clock last night. Tha street was well filled 
with both carriages and pedestrians when 
three men driving a small light buggy at- 
tached to a spirited horse came slowly down 
the street. The vehicle was being driven 
almost in the gutter and abreast of a lone 
pedestrian who was walking east on Twenty- 
third street. 

At the corner of Prairie avenue two of the 
men suddenly leaped from the buggy and draw- 
ing revolvers thrust them in the pedestrian’s 
face. He was ordered to throw up his hands 
and promptly obeyed. 

Just as the thieves began to search him a 
man who had witnessed the affair rushed out 
on the street. He wore a light high hat and 
in the dusk the man in the buggy took him 
for an officer, for he shouted, Look out, boys, 
here's a cop.“ The other two men dropped 
their victim and sprang into the buggy. 

It must have been just at this time that 
some one notified the A. D. T. office that a 
hold-up was in progress ‘at Twenty-third 
street and Prairie avenue. The Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station has no public tele 
phone, but in the event of a citizen's call the 
telephone operators have orders to throw on 
the A. D. T. office, which has a private line 
to the police station. ) 

The patrol wagon went on the jump, but 
when it reached the spot all the offi- 
cers could see was a buggy containing three 
men being driven rapidly away. The officers 
gave chuse, and at Twenty-second street and 
Calumet avenue the furiously driven buggy 
collided with a telegraph pole and the 
men were thrown out. None of them ap- 
peured to be hurt, for, jumping to their feet, 
they ran down an alley and disappeared in 
the direction of the lake. 

The officers were unable to locate them and 
began a search for the man who had turned 
in the alarm. They were unable to find either 
him or the man who it was alleged had been 
held up. When the buggy was taken to the 
Cottage Grove Station it was found to be one 
belonging to George Gibson, No. 182 West 
Madison street, from whom it had been stolen. 
It is thought that the three men are the same 
as those who held up John Ryan in the Deer- 
ing street district Sunday night and robbed 
him of $20.

} TALK OF A DOWN-TOWN “LZ” ROAD LOOP. 


Old Plan Revived, but It Has Not Taken 
Definite Shape. 

A story was current yesterday to the effect 
that a project for a down-town elevated rail- 
road to be used as a loop by the Alley, 
Metropolitan, and Lake street L roads, 
was being pushed into definite shape.

tents of the car, doing great damage. He 
gives forty-three cases of damage where there 
was no fire. 

The oil lamp seems to be catching it all 
along the line. The suburbanites are making 
their annual complaint. They say they are 
ruining their ores: SS ing their evening 
pa by its dim smoky light. 

ut the lamp's worst work is in setting fire 
to railroad wrecks and adding the horrors of 
cremation to those of collision. The worst 
case of late isthe wreck last week on the 
Grand Trunk at BattleCreek. Outof twenty- 
seven bodies taken out of car No. 13 twenty- 
six were burned so that identification was dif- 
ficult. How mahy ngers might have 
been taken out alive not the wreck caught 
fire from the exploded oil lamps will never be 
known. The sight of Van. being 
slowly burned to death will never be forgot- 
ten by those at the scene. .

LAW VERSUS ANARCHY=—GARY VERSUS 
BROWN. 

The election contest going on now is not 
one between Republicans and Democrats. It 
does not involve those dis questions over 
which parties contend when they are electing 
a President or Congressmen. It does involve 
the question whether anarchy or law has the 
greater number of sympathizers in this 
county. The only real struggle is between 
Judge Gary, representing the latter, and E. 
O. Brown, the Socialist and single-taxer, rep- 
resenting the former. It is true that Judge 
Gary was nominated by a Republican conven- 
tion and Brown by a Democratic one, and yet 
each stands for a principle and not for a 


party. 

The unwholesome elements which ruled the 
last Democratic convention reffised to nom- 
inate Judge Gary, not because he was a Re- 
publican, but because he was obnoxious to 
that element in the community to which law 
and order are odious. It was the belief of 
those Democrats who ran the convention that 
that element was so strong in this city that it 
would be wise politically to pander to it. 

The mere failure to nominate Judge Gary 
would not have satisfied the Anarchists and 
Socialists. It was necessary to give them a 
man on the ticket whom they could call their 
own and who would represent their wild or 
criminal ideas. Mr. Brown was chosen as 
their candidate. The bosses of the Democratic 
convention said to the Republicans, We 
have not only refused to nominate Gary, but 
we ha ve picked outa man specially to run 
against him in case you nominate him—a 
man who is liked by the Anarchists as Gary 
is hated by them. Nominate Gary if you 
dare and we will have a fight on this one issue 
of anarchy versus law.“ 

Mr. Brown is the only man on the Demo- 
cratic ticket who does represent the real is- 
sue. The other Democratic judicial candi- 
dates were picked out by the bosses of the 
convention for personal or geographical rea- 
sons. They stand for nothing. They are run- 
ning on their merits as lawyers. But with 
Brown it is different. H's legal qualifications 
cut no figure in the case. He can claim votes 
only on the ground that he ‘s the friend of 
those who are the enemies of Gary. He can 
ask for the votes of only those who assert that 
the Anarchists did nothing for which they 
should have been punished and that not they, 
but the jury which tried them, the Judge who 
sentenced them, and the Supreme Court 
which refused to set aside the verdict, were 
the real murderers. The supporters of Judge 
Gary may be Democrats or Republicans in 
national politics. They will vote for him 
simply because he represents the principles 
which Brown antagonizes, and stands for law 
and order as Brown does for anarchy. 

There should be no misunderstanding on 
this point. A vote for Judge Gary is nota 
vote for specially Republican doctrines, but 
for he maintenance of good government and 
civil order, which ail decent parties believe 
in. A vote for Brown is not one for Demo- 
cratic doctrines, but for misrule, violence, the 
overthrew of personal and property rights. 
The voters must bear that in mind when they 
mark their ballots. 


A NATIONAL BANKRUPTCY ACT. 

The House of Representatives took up yes- 
terday the bankruptcy bill reported by tne 
Committee on the Judiciary and probably 
will pass it after a few days of debate. One 
or two persons who fllibustered against a 
similar bill in a previous Congress are mem- 
bers now, but it is not believed that they will 
be allowed to resort to their old tactics. 

The measure under consideration is essen- 
tially the Torrey bill, which has been before 
Congress for about four years. It has been 
discussed and criticised so much that the de- 
fects which it had originally have been 
brought to light and eliminated, and it is the 
almost universal feeling among business-men 
that it will be the best settlement of the bank- 
ruptcy question that can be expected from 
Congress. Even if it should turn out that it 
has unexpected faults,-they say they will not 
be worth consideration as compared with 
what creditors suffer now from the imperfect 
and incoherent legislation of forty-four States. 

The defect of the old law was that it was too 
slow and too costly. It took too long to settle 
up an estate, and when the proceeds were 
finally divided it was found that the creditors 
got very little and registers, assignees, and 
qther officers a great deal. It is claimed that 
the pending bill is free from those objections ; 
that its machinery will work more smoothly 
and will cost less. 

The bill provides that any person may go

Ong of the obstacles in the way of the pas- 
sage of other bankruptcy bills has been that 
from the assets of a bankrupt allowed by the 
laws of the different States. The present bill 
does recognize them. As a general thing 
those exemptions are not unreasonable. 

It is the belief of business-men that if this 
bill is passed they will get good dividends 
from estates of debtors which pay them noth- 
ing now and will receive. larger returns from 
estates which pay them but little. They be- 
lieve that proceedings will be simpler and 
briefer than under the imperfect insolvency 
laws of the States, and that the general effect 
will be to make debtors more honest and to 
put an end to the practices of creditors, verg- 
ing sometimes on dishonesty, who seek to 
grab all the assets. As the business world 
takes this view of the case Congress should 
pass the bill, 


WOMEN AS “WHITECAPS.” ~ 
Osceola, in Polk County, Neb., was the 
scene of a most extraordinary performance 
last Saturday night. Seven girls, suspected 


of improper behavior, were taken in hand by 


a dozen ladies said to be members of the 
W. C. T. U. and appointed asa committee 


tisement as would cause the sinners to re- 
form. The committee sent a note to each of 
the girls, requesting them to meet their sweet- 
hearts in an obscure grove near the city. The 
girls kept the appointment and as they 
arrived one by one were seized and bound. 
When all had been secured they were flogged 
vigorously with switches. The ladies were 
disguised by pillow cases thrown over their 
heads, making them Whitecaps,“ but some 

of the girls resisted, tore the disguises from 
the heads of their assailants, called their 
names, and screamed for aid. Two of the girls 
broke loose and fled into town, but the chas- 
tisement of the others was continued until they 
were thought to have had enough. Then they 
were admonished not to repeat their offenses, 
and the whitecaps dispersed to their homes. 

Eleven of the assailants were arrested for 
assault and battery and disturbing the peace, 

and during the night occupied felons’ cells in 

It is said the twelfth would 
appear with the rest for trial yesterday, she 
not being ashamed of the position, but rather 
glorying in it as a good work. 

- Of course the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Unions of the whole United States are not 
to be held responsible for the actions of their 
sisters in Osceola, Neb. But it appears 
that the union in that place resolved on it in 
regular meeting and appointed as a commit- 
tee the twelve of their number who were 
guilty of the outrage. While the law will visit 
punishment on the actors alone the local union 
as a whole must be held morally responsible 
for the act, just as is the Italian Mafia, or the 
association of Chinese rejoicing in the title of 
Highbinders, for any murder that may be 
com mitted by order of the society. It is un- 
derstood the Osceola union has decided to 
stand by its Whitecaps and protest that it was 
for the publie good that such radical measures 
were adopted. But the local unions of other 
places cannot afford tosustain such a position, 
and if the matter be one that comes under 
the jurisdiction of the National Association it 
is pretty certain to meet with severe condem- 
nation there, 

The action reported cannot be defended by 
any one except a lawyer hired to make out 
the best case possible for his client, irrespect- 
ive of the real merits of the case. The pro- 
ceeding was a lawless one and savored too 
much of Southern Ku-Klux methods to permit 
apology therefor. The women guilty of the 
outrage may have felt that the name of the 
city was being scandalized by the action of 
the young women, but mere levity or even 
immorality did not call for personal punish- 
ment, and if the conduct of the offenders 
were really unlawful the courts were open for 
prosecution under the law. The women who 
undertook to chastise with bundles of 
switches theif supposedly erring sisters were 
themselves law-breakers, and deserve to be 
punished as such for a warning to others who 
presume to take the law into their own hands 
instead of appealing to the courts. Slightly 
changing the words of the Apostle to the Gen- 
tiles it may be said of these women that they 
sought to do evil thinking that good would 
come out of it and that their punishment will 
be just. 


LAST SUNDAY’S WORLD’S FAIR ATTEND- 
ANCE, 

There were 140,500 persons at the Exposi- 
tion Sunday, of whom only 13,000 were chil- 
dren. This contrasts strikingly with the 
meager attendance of midsummer Sundays 
during which the number fell far below 30,- 
000. There were more people at the Expo- 
sition day before yesterday than there were 
on the opening day, May 1, or the Infanta 
day, June 8. At that time 140,000 was a 
number to be proud of even on a week day. 

Whatever the feeling may have been earlier 
in the season it is evident that there is no ob- 
jection now on the part of a great many peo- 
ple to go to a World’s Fair on a Sunday, even 
if they have to pay 50 cents to do 60. Most 
of those who were at Jackson Park day be- 
fore yesterday were from country communi- 
ties, where it was claimed that the feeling 
against an open Fair, though it was to be a 
quiet one, was very strong. There are two 
explanations of the large and growing Sun- 
day attendance. One of them is that while 
Chicagoans have objected to paying 50 cents 
to go tothe Exposition Sundays when they 
could see only a tithe of what they could on 
week days, the strangers, who have taken 
possession of the city during the last few 
weeks and whose time for studying the Fair 
was limited. felt that while they could not see 
as much Sundays as on other days, yet there 
was quite enough to see to occupy their time, 
and that by going on the first day of the week 
they would be able to see much which would 
otherwise escape their observation during 
their brief stay in the city. 

The second explanation is that the Fair has 
been much more attractive on recent Sundays 
than earlier in the season. After the directors, 
seeing how small the attendance was, tried to 
close Sundays and failed therein they made 
no special effort to draw a crowd. Nearly all 
the buildings were closed except the Art Gal- 
lery. There was no music and at night there 
was no illumination. Last Sunday almost all 
the buildings were open, and though many of 


the exhibits were covered great numbers were 


exposed. Several bands played during the 
day and at night the Court of Honor was 
illuminated and the fountains played. The 
day’s receipts were nearly $70,000. 

If the directors had tried to stimulate at- 
tendance Sundays earlier in the year, and had 
not been discouraged by the fact that Chicago- 
ans would not pay 50 cents to go to visit an 
to be seen 
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the White City becomes only a beautiful rei- 
iniscence. The melancholy days are com- 
ing for the Fair from the sentimental point of 
view, but with them also will come relief from 
the phenomenal rush and rest from the over- 
whelming pressure of the last few weeks, 
Then Chicago will revert to its normal con- 
dition glad that the six months’ vacation is 
over. 
The closing week will be crammed full of 
popular entertainment. He will be a fastidious 
person indeed who fails to find something to 
delight him in the varied daily programs. To- 
day there will be international athletic exer- 
cises in the Stock Pavilion and a colonial re- 
ception in honor of Mary Washington. 
Wednesday will be Marine Transportation day, 
and the procession of typical boats on the 
iagdon will be well worth seeing. Besides 
these the launches will be decorated, the John 
Bull train will be run, the life-saving corps 
will drill, and at night there will be a special 
naval fete and fireworks. Thursday 
visitors will have an opportunity of geeing 
the Indian war and ceremonial dances. 
Friday the coal men, lumber men, and grain 
men will take possession. There will be a 
Spanish ballet in the open air and night il- 


lumination.s Saturday the Ancient Order 


of United Workmen and Odd-Fellows will 
have.a day to themselves, and a celebration 
in the name of American cities may take 
place, which will be largely musical. Those 
who do not care to take part in these features 
will find ample entertainment in sports, 
drills, races, fireworks, and illuminations. 
There still will remain three days the programs 
for which not yet are complete, but they will 
be days of more than ordinary attraction. 
Then the great crowds will depart, and Chi- 
cago will be left to itself to consider what 
shall be done, judiciously and practically, in 
the way of saving as much as possible of its 
exquisite White Suburb, which has been the 
Mecca of delighted millions during the last 
six months, 

During the next seven days Jackson Park 
should be thronged and probably will be, It 
will be the last opportunity of seeing the com- 
plete Fair. Chicago especially should con- 
sider it her week and close the Fahr with as 
much enthusiasm as she opened it last May. 
The people shoulda turn out by thousands and 
give the White City an overwhelming hail and 
farewell. The children may live to see an- 
other World’s Fair the equal of this, but no 
one else can expect to see it. Let it end fri- 
umphantly and gloriously therefore—this city 
without a past and without a future—this 
dream of artist and architect which came 
with the unfolding of spring and disappears 
with the fall of the leaves. 


THE PRESIDENT WILL NOT COMPROMISE. 

It is gratifying to learn that the President 
has not surrendered to the free silverites of 
his party, that he will accept no compromise, 
and that he demands unconditional repeal as 
urgently as he ever did. The news comes 
from a trustworthy source that even if the 
Senate were to pass a compromise measure 
and the House were to back down and accept 
it the President would veto it. From the fact 
that most of the repeal Democrats in the Sen- 
ate had signed the compromise plan provid- 
ing for the continuance of the silver pur- 
chases for eleven*months it was assumed quite 
naturally that they were acting as they did 
with the President’s approval. It appears 
now they were informed that the President 
would accept the compromise, and therefore 


they signed. Learning that they were mis- 


informed they are taking their names off. 

If it is once definitely understood that the 
President will hearken to no compromise, 
and will insist on unconditional repeal, then 
the heart will be taken out of the free silver 
Democrats. They have been trying desper- 
ately to fix up a compromise, aided by Sen- 
ator Gorman, who has wished to figure as the 
gteat pacificator and the creator of harthony 
in the party. When they find that it is no use 
talking compromise they will accept the in- 
evitable, 

And when it is once understood that no 
compromise will be entertained the way will 
be cleared for adoptinga closure rule which 
will not only secure the passage of the repeal 
bill but which will also be a declaration that 
the majority and not the minority is to rule 
in the Senate and that it will bea legislative 
body henceforth. When it is clearly under- 
stood that a closure rule must be adopted or 
the Senate will cease to legislate some of 
those Senators who are unwilling as yet to 
put a forcible end to filibustering will feel 
themselves obliged to vote for closure. 

If the President is steadfast, and it seems 
now that he will be, the passage of the repeal 
bill is assured, and with its passage confi- 
dence will be restored to the country. 


RAILROAD CRIMINAL NEGLECT, 

About an hour after dark Sunday evening a 
Lake Shore train crashed into a buggy at the 
Twenty-seventh street crossing in this city. 
The occupants of the yehicle were thrown out, 
one being instantly killed and the other two 
badly iajured. At that early hour the cross- 
ing was not guarded by a flagman, and the 
statement is made that after about 6 o'clock 
every evening no one is in attendance at that 
crossing to give warning to people that trains 
are approaching. The fact that a cooper’s 
shop is so situated as to render it more diffi- 
cult than otherwise it would be to look out 
for trains only makes the matter worse, The 
engineer is quoted as saying that the crossing 
is a dangerous one and should have 
a gateman at night as well as 
by day. Every other person who thinks of 
the situation will be of that opinion, with the 
possible exception of the railroad officials. 
The latter should be brought to a realizing 
sense of their duty. Morally if not legally 
they are guilty of the death of the little girl, 
Ella Bahr, and they should be held strictly to 
account for it, if for no other

They are 
thankful for small mercies, however, and as 
long as they are not being shelled continue to 
do business in a sort of way, though half- 
hearted one at besi. ™ 

Many persons in Montevideo have been ex- 
pecting toseea brisk naval battle between 
two formidable warships of the modern type, 
but it seems pretty certain that they will be 
doomed to disappointment. 

The Republica appeared outside the harbor 
of Montevideo yesterday and was promptly 
quarantined. It signaled the Tiradentes to- 
day to come outside and fight. So far, how- 
ever, the Tiradentes has not deigned to reply 
to the belligerent visitor, but continues to lie 
quietly under the friendly gis of Uruguay. 
The Uruguayan Government declares che war- 
ships must not fight in its waters, but it is 
hardly able to do anything more vigorous than 
protest, as it has no ships capable of prevent- 
ing the commanders of the Brazilian war- 
ships should they decide to fight a naval duel. 
A request for coal and fresh water has been 
made by the commander of the Republica to 
the Uruguayan Government. The latter still 
bas the request under consideration, fearing 
Somplications may arise if it shows any hos- 
pitality to Mello’s men in case they are de- 
feasted. Doubtless, however, a majority of the 
Uruguayan Government officials secretly 
favor Mello’s cause. 

The Brazil Lioyds steamers Dexter and 
Santos, on which Admiral Goncalves brought 
here his force of sailors and marines to man 
the Tiradentes, have, after taking on a sup- 
ply of coal, steamed outside the harbor by 
Goncalves’ order. The reason for this action

CLOSE OF FESTIVITIES AT PARIS, 


Great Banquet and Splendid Fireworks in 
Honor of the Russians, 

Panis, Oct. 23.—Among the places visited 
by the Russian officers today was the Musée 
Grevin in the Boulevard Montmartre,adjoining 
the Passage Jouffray. Their tour was brought 
to a close by the approach of the hour set for 
the luncheon in their honor at the War 
Office. The Boulevard St. Germaine in 
front of the Ministry of War was 
filled with people awaiting the coming of 
the nation’s guests, and when they 
appeared driving across the Pont de la Con- 
corde the crowd began to cheer and cries of 


welcome greeted the visitors until they en- - 


tered the portals of the Ministry of War. In 
the spacious salons covers for 170 guests were 
laid. Gen. Loizillon, Minister of War, 
toasted the Czar aud the Russian nation, and 
Admiral Avelan responded briefly. Upon the 
conclusion of the luncheon the Russians went 
back to the Military club. 

After luncheon societies of veterans, gym- 
nasts, and life savers formed double lines, be- 
tween which the Russians passed from the 
ministry tothe Champs de Mars. Admiral 
Avelan visited the military school, where the 
officials awaited him in the courtyard, deco- 
rated with cannon and mementos of war. 
At Machinery Hall of the exhibition of 
1889 the Russians saw a fine military pageant 
by four detachments of cavalry. The 
men selected for the pageant’ are the best 
riders in the army. Their most notable feat 
was the performance of two quadrilles with 
complicated figures. The Russians were en- 
chanted with the display and overwhelmed 
Gen. Saussier, to whose command the caval- 
rymen belonged, with compliments and con- 
gratulations. 

The river fétes began at 40’clock. The 
banks of the Seine were then thronged from 
the Place de la Concorde to Auteuil. The 
river was almost covered with beflagyed pleas- 
ure craft. Admiral Avelan was received by 
Rear Admiral Lage aboard the yacht Almee, 
owned by Menier. The Rear Admiral pre- 
sented to him honorary membership in the 
Yachtsmen’s Union and a medal engraved 
* Cronstadt, 1891; Toulon, 1893.“ The Almee 
was escorted down stream to Auteuil by the 
yachts, while 175 skiffs, yawls, and rowboats, 
manned by French oarsmen, fell in line be- 
hind them. The Almee was greeted through- 
out its voyage with incessant cheering and 
cries of Vive la Russie.“ The yachts came 
back trom Auteuil in the early twilight. As 
the Almee approached the landing the crowds, 
which had swollen to enormous proportions, 
could hardly be quieted by the mounted po- 
The press banquet at the Champ de Mars 
this evening was a giganticaffair. More than 


8,600 guests were present. At the 130 tables 


not a dozen places were vacant. The silver 
service of the table of honor cost 400,000 
francs.

The whole 
city was ablaze with electric lights, candies, 
and colored lanterns. Transparencies and 
colored lights hung in all the trees. All the 
streets presented carnival scenes. Confetti 
fell everywhere and girls danced along the 
pavement. 

For the Russians the day’s festivities closed 
at 12:30 witha supper atthe Military club.

Count Taafe’s Statement in the Reichsrath 
Excites Some to Laughter. 

Vienna, Oct. 23.—The Lower House of the 
Reichsrath was crowded in every part today 
with an audience eager to hear the proceed- 
ings relative to the declaration of a state of 
siege in Prague and elsewhere in Bohemia.

Despite the present opposition 
of three great parties the government would 
maintain the leading principles of the bill, 
hoping to find Parliament would codperate 
with it in bringing about the proposed reform, 
while at the same time taking care of exciting 
legitimate interests. : 

At the close of Count Taafe’s speech, En- 
gelbert Pernerstorfer, Democrat, spoke in 
favor q the suffrage reform bill. The Ger- 
maus iu Austria, he said, had nothing to fear 
from tlie extension of the suffrage. Their 
contention that they would be politically sub- 
merged in case the bill should become law 
showed they valued power more than justice.

views with several prominent merchants 
and citizens and they express” de- 
cided discontent with ibe situation of 
affairs under the present administration, 
but are averse to any overt act of opposi- 
tion just now, as they want a peaceful and 
orderly season in which to pick the coffee 
crop, which is rapidly ripening. The govern- 
ment is financially as well as politically em- 
barrassed, for ready money is wofully lack- 
ing and the Treasury greatly depressed. No 
help is to be looked for from the people, for 
they will not aid the administration willingly, 
and though the new plan of forced loans may 
produce some funds it can accomplish little in 
comparison to what might be done if the Pres- 
ident possessed the confidence of the country.

London Declare Silver Com- 
promise Will Not Help Matters,

meager details of the proposed compromise 
in the Senate. So far as the information 
goes it has not been favorably received in 
financial circles of London. Several leading 
business-men interviewed today all expressed 
themselves in favor of unconditional repeal 
of the Sherman law. They felt certain noth- 
ing else could revive English investments in 
American securities. Mr. Burns of J. S. Mor- 
gan & Co., and manager of their business, said: 

I do not think the passage of the compromise 
will have any effect on English investments, 
It is better than nothing. During the whole of 
the coming year, however, assuming compromise 
to bo a finality, values of silver necessarily will 
bo fluctuating, as holders will press forward to 
dispose of silver and merely create a depressed 
silver market. Compromise is far less satis- 
factory than unconditional repeal and I do not 
believe President Cleveland will assent. The 
particularly weak point of compromise, in the 
eyes of foreign investors, is the evidence it fur- 
nishes of the fact that a small number of Sena- 
tors are able to nullify the wishes of the whole 
people. This will unquestionably have some ef- 
fect in unsettling confidence. 

Henry Lewis Raphael of R. Raphael & Son,

The worst thing about the American money 
system is their desire for a quantity of currency 
instead of quality.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE WORLD, 


Chicago Fire Underwriters Adopt a Mort- 
gage Clause Form=—Insurance Notes. 
The following mortgage clause form was adopt- 
ed and made mandatory by the Chicago Fite Un- 
derwriters’ —— at its last meeting:

ortgagee or trustee, as hereinafter provided:

insurance, as.to the interest of the — 14 or 
trustee, only therein, shall not be invalidated yan an 
actor neglectof the mortgagor or owner o 
roperty insured, nor by the occupation of the * 
bres for — — more hazardous than are permit 
we I, re terma of this policy. (Proviced. that in 
case the mortgagor or owner negiects or refuses to 
premium due under this policy, then, on de- 
he mortgagee or trustee shall pay the same. 
Provided, also, that the murteagee or trustee shall 
notify this compa 4 of ar cy change of ownership or 
increase f hazard which shall come to his or their 
knowleage and shall have permission for such 
change of ownership or increase of hazard 
duly indorsed on this policy. And pro- 
vided further, that every increase of hazard not 
permitted by the policy to the mortgagor or owner, 
shall be paid for by the mortgagee or trustee on rea- 
sonable demand, and after demand made by this 
company upon,and refusal by the mortgagor or 
owner to pay. according to the established schedule 
of rates. It is, however, understood that this com- 
pany reserves the right to cancel this policy as stip- 
ulated in the printed conditions in said policy ; and 
also, to cancel this agreement on giving’ ten days’ 
notice of their wy on to the trustee or mortgagee 
named therein, and from and after the expiration of 
the said ten days this agreement shall be nu and 
void. It is further agreed, that in case of any other 
insurance upon the property hereby insure then 
| wong company shall A be liable under this ‘poliey 
a greater proportion oof any loss 
— 1 — tho sum. hereby insured 
bears to the whole amount of insurance on said prop- 
erty, sued to or held by any party or parties hav- 
ing an insurable interest therein.) It is also agreed 
that whenever this company shall pay the mortgagee 
or trustee any sum for loss under this policy, and 
shall claim that as to the mortgagor or owner no 
liability — exists, it shall at once and to the 
extent of such payment be legally subrogated to all 
the rights of the party to whom such pa ante shali 
be e, under any and all securities heid by such 
party for the payment of said debt. But such subro- 
gation shall in subordination to the claim of. said 
party for the balance of the debt so secured. Or said 
company may. at its option, pay the said it: ys 
or trustee the whole debt so secured, with all in 
terest which may have accrned thereon to the date 
of such payment, and shall thereupon receive from 
the party to whom such payment shall be made an 
— nment and 2 Mt said debt, with all securi- 
eld by said parties for the payment thereof. 


This form has been advisory in the board for 
some time, but from now on it is to be used ex- 
clusively. A prominent mortgage loan company 
of this city has been making use of an abridged 
form. This form, at Which the present action of 
the board is aimed, omitted all the provisions 
which covered the duties of the mortgagee to 
the company. 


Fire Hazard in High Buildings. 


“The recent New York fire shows most con- 
clusively that buildings of great height and 
large area are conflagration breeders,” says a 
New York authority. The Campbell factory 
was eight stories high, and although there was 
plenty of water and the New York Fire Depart- 
ment had 35 engines at work pumping, it is said, 
17.500 gallons a minute on the fire, still it 
spread and burned other buildings, the depart- 
ment seeming to be powerless to stay the de- 
struction until this great building had fallen in 
and was no longer an eight story structure. 
What the New York Fire Department is unable 
to do no fire department can accomplish. While 
it seems unable to handle a seven or eight story 
building of large area and ordinary construction 
it can handle a six story building of that kind 
successfully. In smaller cities five or even four 
story buildings, especially if of large area, may 
prove to be conflagration breeders, and the un- 
derwriters generally begin to feel the need of 
making such risks and fhose exposed by them 
pay higher rates.” 


Rates on the Auditorium. 

There is considerable complaint among insur- 
ance men regarding the recent action in regard 
to rates on the Auditorium. A rate was originally 
fixed at 1 per cent for the contents and 75 cents 
for the bnilding with the agreement that $1,000,- 
000 in insurance would becarried. It is now 
proposed that but $500,000 insurance be carried 
and rates have been scaled down to 50 cents on 
building and 75 cents on contents, The action in 
reducing the rates was taken by the board when 
less than half the members were present. The 
insurance men are drawing comparisous between 
the Auditorium and the Chic Opera-House 
risks. They remember that the loss on contents 
in the Opera-House fire.was heavy although the 
building was not jeans ihe to any great extent. 
The rates on the O use are high as com- 

ared with the Auditorium, being 2% per cent on 

uilding and 3% per cent on contents. 


Business Done on Broad Grounds. 

“Some inquiry has been heard in regard to the 
Cincinnati Fire Association, and with the end in 
view of ascertaining what sort of insurance the 
concern professed to write a representative of the 
Gazette interviewed the manager, S. L. Sparks.“ 
says the Commercial-Gazette. “ According to the 
terms of the charter the association is author- 
ized to do a business in fire and accident lines, 
the accident line of course not referring tu the or- 
dinary life accident busines#done by the regular 
accident companies. The company is at present 
writing fire, cyclone, and lightning insurance 
and also taking accident risks on horses and vo- 
ticles, And on the first of the coming year they 


say that they intend to enter the boiler and some 
other lines. 


Loss by the New York Fire. 


The New York fire loss is estimated by an in- 
surance man on the ground to be aboat $1,250,- 
000. The insurance carried on the various risks 
involved amounts to $700,000.

NEW TYPE OF SMOKE CONSUMER. 


Watson Downward Draft Perfect Combus- 
tion Heater in Machinery Hall. 

In the boiler-room annex of the Machinery 
Hall at the Fair there is on exhibition a new 
type of downward draft perfect combustion 
furnace known as the Watson Perfect Com- 
bustion Heater. It is intended primarily to 
be used for domestic heating purposes, but 
has been applied to steam boilers with con- 
siderable success, so the inventor says. The 
furnace is made by W. H. Laird of No. 53 
Lombard street, Toronto, Ont. The furnace 
is drum-shaped, with two curved perpendicu- 
lar projections on opposite sides that look like 
two handles on a pot. It rests upon an or- 
dinary hollow base with esh-door and draft- 
door of the usual type. The air ascends 
through this base into a hollow space beneath 
the grate, which is circular and arranged 
around the central axis of the furnace. “The 
air runs to the sides of the furnace and 
mounts through the projecting air-tubes into 
a space above the grate. By this time the 
air has become heated and, being sucked 
down into the fuel-bed, is ready to mix in- 
timately and combine with the particles of 
fuel. The hottest part of the fire is just be- 
low the grate. From this point the hot gases 
pess outward and upward through flues and es- 
cape through the smokestack. Water sections 
and flues: alternate with gas flues, giving a 
large heating surface. fuel is contained 
in a magazine above grate and descends 
after the manner of the common base burner. 
Hence dry distillation begins long before the 
grate is reached, by which time the coal has 
been coked and is ready to be burned, no part 
of its combustible bodies being lost. For this 
reason, it is said, any kind of coal can be used 
to advantage, soft coal, slack, and lower grades 
being consumed with safety and with results 
equal to hard coal. Another feature claimed 
for this furnace is that it does not allow any 
poisonous gases to escape when the doors are 
open. Hence it is considered valuable froma 
sanitary point. Altogether the furnace seems 
to answer well for a heater for dweiling- 
houses, conservatories, churches, schools, etc., 
but as for steam-boilers it is said more exten- 
sive experiments will be required. It does ap- 


pear to overcome the smoke nuisance with 


considerable success. y
